It has bc-n the duty (and a pleasant one) of 
the Fruit C immittec of the Kentucky Horti- 
culural Society to examine carefully and taste 
/"jtj/, and make notes and descriptions of the 
different fruits presented for exhibition at the 
regular Saturday meetings through the pnst 
season. These notes have been entered in a 
book kept for this purpose, and is intended for 
reference and examination by any of the mem- 
bers who may desire to use it. It is proper 
that a synopsis of these notes be made and en 
tcreil in the records of the Society, to give 
them greater permanency, and that the doings 
of the Society may be bettor displayed, in 
view of the value of theie notes and deserip 
tiors, as the Society has no publishing organ 
through which to make known its efforts in 
the cuuse of pomology. It is to be regretted 
'hat more time has not been bestowed by the 
Committee on them, and it is hoped that lu re, 
after more attention will be given to this im- 
portant duty. It may be said with truth that 
the records of the various fruits and the time 
of ripening of each, are quite as important snd 
interesting as the other procetdinps or art ion I 
the Society.

The past season, notwithstanding the severe 
drought which occurred during tho summer, 
has presented an improvement in the general 
appearance of the fruits sriown, and in the 
pear the variety has been greater than in any 
former season, giving greater encouragement 
to its culture, and deciding a question favora- 
bly in the minds of many as to the propriety 
of cultivating this fruit on qninoe stalks. The 
peach has been represented by mtny very fine 
specimens of the diff rent varieties known to 
our fruit growers as suited to our climate, and 
although in tho early part of ihe season there 
was much complaint of imporfect and wormy 
fruit, on the whole the supply was good. The 
varieties which attracted most admiration for 
size, color, and good h-aring qualities were 
those recommended by this society in its report 
to the United State* Pomnlogical Society at 
at Philadelphia la-t fill 

The apples of the early varieties shown were 
fully up to firmer exhibitions and confirmed 
the favorable opinions entertained for some oi 
'hose sorts which have h< en favorites, such as 
Evrly Harvest, Carolina R d June, 4e. There 
have been shown some new and attractive fruits 
-..'rown in this vicinity on tri es imported from 
Europe, and if they maintain their past ap 
pearsnce and on further ai qusintance prove 
suited to our < lunate and sod may b- come de- 
irable additions to our rccomiivndcd list of 
fruits. The late fall and winter crop of apples 
may be said to have been a failure and conse- 
quently not many were shown.

Southern movement will very toon, we appre- 
hend, find their European expectations bitter- 
ly disappointed. They have reckoned witt 
the most perfect confidence upon the prompt 
and glad recognition of the independence of 
h Southern Confederacy by Ore«t Britain 
I' ..„„.. . m .1 nil ■>,.. nilii r chiof |<owers of the 
world, but we do not think that they can we 
itt present any signs of the fulfillment of their 
expectations. 

A leading London paper known to enjoy a 
large share of the confidence of the British 
Government stated four or five weeks ago, as 
if by authority, that the Government had re 
solved to adhere steadily to the policy of not 
recognizing the independence of a Southen 
Government until it should be recognized by 
the United States. Moreover it is now stated 
authoritatively that the whole matter of scccs 
sion has been brought by Lord John Russell 
before the British Ministry, as also subordinate 
matters of defection, clearance, &c, and the 
dcrlaration made that not only will there be no 
recognition by Great Britain of the Southern 
Confederacy, but that everything will be done 
to discountenance disunion. In addition to all 
this, it is stated that the Emperor of France 
has demanded an explanation of the French 
legation at Washington as to the connivance of 
the French Minister with Slidell and others in 
the accession movement. 

There is, we think, every probability that no 
Southern Government will lie able to secure 
any valuable European recognition unless firs' 
recognized by what will continue to be known 
in Europe as the United States. Now we 
must all see that the Cotton States govern- 
ment, whether a reality or a fiction, can have 
no just hope for the present or for a long time 
to come of being recognized by the old Feder- 
al Government, and of course the South can- 
not take its place among the nations — it can 
have no commerce, it can send no ministers or 
consuls abroad, and it will receive no foreign 
ministers or consuls at home. Such a condi- 
tion of things must undoubtedly bring on a 
general and terrible war in this country. To 
lie sure, the mere refusal of the old United 
States government to acknowledge the ind 
pendenee of the South, could not, by the laws 
of nations, be treated as stiflicient cause for the 
declaration of war on the part of the South 
against the North; yet the South, borne down 
by the utter prostration of business and driven 
to desperation by the denial of any place what 
ever among the powers of the earth, will find 
a hundred grounds or pretexts of war, and our 
whole land will become a far darker and blood- 
ier ground than Kentucky ever was in the 
most fearful and gloomy period of her history. 

Desperate, and reckless, and ready for strife 
as we know many of the secession leaders to 
be, we think that even they, if they could but 
see the draadful consequences to which their 
policy is tending, wonld shrink, appalled »nd 
cowering, from the horrid prospect. 



Hokrorsof Civil Wan — The New'York 
Journal of Commerce says with truth and jus- 
tice that it were well if the people of this 
mntry could Utter nn.lur.-tand what civil war 
i, without learning it by their own bitter ex- 
perience. They would stand appalled before 
doing one act which might prcctpitatc it. 
Something might be learned by turning to the 
h story of the American War of Independence. 
From Uginning to end the conflicts of the 
Whigs and Tories were marked by acts of snr- 
p issing atrocity. 

Of the eeige of Fort Stanwix, on the Mo- 
hawk River, in the year 1777, it is recorded 
that Gen. Herkimer raised the militia of the 
neighborhood to relieve the Fort, but fell into 
an ambuscade of Tories and Indians, and 
neighbor met neighbor in deadly conflict." 
The encounter was exce dingly desperate; 
[natter was neither given nor asked. "There 
were instances," says the historian, "when all 
was over, when the death-grasp still held the 
k.iife plunged into a neighbor's heart. It 
s -cms as if the fight had been presided over by 
demons. " 

Another instance showing the intense ani- 
m >sity which actuated men in those trying 
times, occurred at the capturo of Fort Gris- 
world, near New London, Connecticut. After 
an obstinate resistance, the Americans laid 
down their arms and surrendered to the assail- 
ants; but the massaero continued, led on by 
M ijor Bromfield, a New Jersey Tory. As the 
storv goes, when ho entered the fort ho iu 
quired who commanded. Col. Ledyavd came 
forward, saying: "I did, sir, but you do now,' 
nt the same time delivering up his sword. 
Thereupon, Bromfield plunged the instrument 
Into Lodyard'8 breast. Sixty of the yeomanry 
of Connecticut whom he had lately command- 
ed, were at once slaughtered in cold blood. 

Again, at the massacre of Wyoming, in the 
valley of the Susquehanna, the Tories took ad- 
vantage of the absence of nearly all tj^ie able 
bodied men, who were then in the army under 
Washington, and led on a party of 1 , ILK) white 
men and savages. The whole valley was des- 
olated, and the few women and children who 
escaped to the mountains afterwards perished 
under incredible suffering. 

On another occasion, when the British were 
in possession of Long Inland, Washington \<C 
ing anxious to learn the designs of the eueniy, 
Nathan Hale (a graduate of Yale College, 
who had previously contemplated studying for 
the ministry,) undertook the perilous job of 
procuring the desired information. While re- 
turning from this duty, he "was recognized 
by a Tory relative," taken to Howe's head 
quarters, and unceremoniously ordered to lie 
executed the next morning. 

Four years later, in 1 7'.H), the battle of 
King's Mountain took place in North Carolina 
Col. Ferguson, who commanded one of Core 
wallis's divisions, was attacked and surrounded 
by a formidable body of backwoodsmen, many 
of them from Kentucky and Tennessee, and 
after a severe struggle they were utterly defeat 
ed, after three hundred had been slain. Ten 
of the Tories, noted for their cruelty to the 
countrymen, "were hanged upon the spot." 

Many other soul-harrowing talcs, character 
istic of those "days which tried men's souls, 
might lie collated; but they would faintly depic 
the horrors of a fratricidal war taking place a 
this more advanced stage of our history, with 
a population ten times more numerous, and 
acting under the influence of passions engen 
dered by protracted sectional controversy.

The introduction of the "Force bill" as it is 
termed, haslieen made the occasion of a fresh out- 
b.irst of indignation on the port of men wheso 
Southern sympathies exceed their devotion to the 
I'ni.m. It has produced more excitement in the 
House than anything that has yet been presented. 
It has aroused much passionate denunciat inn on the 
Sontherii side of the House, and called forth earn- 
est remonstrances from the Union men North and 
South. Thero is, however, no real occasion for 
apprehension in reference to this measure. It is 
not the intention of Mr. Stanton, who has charge 
of it, to press a vote upon it until after the report 
of the Committee of Thirty- three, or the substi- 
tute submitted by the Peace Conference, shall 
hive Ucn acted upon. If these measures afford 
a promise of a restoration of peace to the country 
aid integrity to the Union, the force bill will be 
abandoned; and, in any event, its passage is not 
altogether sure; if, however, it should pass the 
House, there is very little propped that it will 
liecnme a law during the present Congress. For 
this reason, no apprehension need be entertained 
on the subject and the outcry raised by the ad- 
vocates of secession should be disregarded or re- 
buked. 

It is said that the conservative Republicans in 
file House will themselves defeat the force hi!'. 
There are many of them who, while they admit 
the abstract right, recognize the inexpediency of 
its exercise at this juncture of affairs. These 
men are willing to heed the arguments and coun- 
sel of the Union men of the Southern Border 
States, among whom none has more influence and 
consideration than Mr. Mallory of the Louisville 
District. While his firmness and discretion in 
defending the rights of the people of bis State 
entitle him to the unlimited confidence of South- 
ern men, his temperate course and unvarying 
loyalty to the Union have won for his opinions the 
respectful attention of all just-minded Northern 
men, and they listen with interest to bissuggc! 
tions and remonstrances. In an unobtrusive but 
effective manner he has done much, perhaps 
more than almost any other Southern man in 
Congress, to produce such a temper in the House 
as will ultimately bring about an adjustment of 
our national difficulties. It is expected that be 
will speak after the submission of the Report of 
the I'eace Conference, which will be agreed upon 
on 'he 22d inst., and his speech will berighily 
regarded as the voice of Kentucky, as that of the 
venerable Crittenden is accepted as the expression 
of the Unfa) men of the country at large. 

Tho Republican* almost to a man, and a con- 
siderable number of conservative Southern men, 
admit the abstract right of coercion as the necer- 
siry corollary to the wrong of secession, but all 
of the Southern men, and many of those from 
the North, are of opinion that the attempt to co- 
erce the obedience of the secided States under 
existing circumstances would lie ill-advised and 
mischievous in its result. They admit that the 
eupremacy of the Federal Government should be 
maintained and that i:s laws should be enforced, 
but when the execution of these lows or the at- 
tempt to execute them will ouly inevitably pro- 
duce greater dissatisfaction and enlarge the area 
of disobedience to Federal authority, tbey be- 
lieve it is wiser to delay such action and have 
recourse to more gentle means to restore harmo- 
ny and integrity to the U nion of the States. This 
is the argument which will propably prevail in 
Congress in reference to any coercive measures.

KrWe have been permitted to read a lctte 
from an official source at Washington to an 
officer of the U. S. ritle regiment, in which 
reference is made to the services of that regi- 
ment. It has been organized fourteen years, 
and in that time has by its various detach 
ments engaged the enemy in Mexico and upon 
the Indian frontier seventy-live times, proving 
victorious in every instance. Its record of 
casualties shows a loss of twenty-four officers 
and two hundred and thirty men killed and 
wounded. Well might Gen. Scott welcome 
this gallant regiment as he did when he greet- 
ed its entrance upon lhe plaza in the City of 
Mexico, with the exclamation, "Gallant rill 
you have been baptized in blood and lire, and 
come out steel." 



C^Xo rational man tloes or can entertain 
n doubt, that Kentucky, if she secede from the 
Union, will, by the speediest of operations, l>o 
drained of her slaves — that there will be upon 
her soil at the end of two or three years at 
farthest no slaves except those, who, from their 
helplessness, will be a burden to their owners. 

Men clearly see all this, and they are pre- 
paring for it. A great many are making ar- 
rangements to quit Kentucky with their slaves 
in the event of her secession and to establish 
themselves further South where slave stam- 
pedes into free territory will be less easy. Men 
have deposited money in our banks, stating 
hat they will have no occasion for it if Ken- 
tucky remains in the Union, but that, if she shall 
secede, they will need it to purchase and open 
Southern plantations. 

Kvcry Kentuckian, who advocates secession, 
is.cousciously or unconsciously, an enemy of his 
State, and the very worst and most pestilent 
kind of a practical abolitionist. 

The Cotton States have for more than a 
quarter of a century been crying out against 
the oppression of duties on imports, and now 
the Montgomery Congress seems about to add 
to the oppression of import duties the further 
oppression of export duties — an oppression that 
the Constitution of the United States forbids. 

It is an unquestionable fact that every so i- 
t-ary grievance, which the Cotton Statu leaders 
have alleged as justifying secessior, will be 
vastly aggravated at once by disunion. The 
man who cannot see this must be so blind that 
no beam of heaven's light can ever penetrate 
his darkened eyeballs.

TIIK UNION CONVENTION. 
TIIK l'EOPLE OF INDIANA IN COUNCIL 
IsniANAPoLis, Feb. 23, 1801. 
The Convection assembled at Metropolitan 
Hull on the morning of tho 'J J 1 of February. It 
was numerously attended. The parquette and 
boxes were tilled chiefly by delegates from the 
distant counties, and in the crowd we noticed men 
from every parly. The Convention was called 
to order at 11 o'clock by Hon. M. T. Carnahan, 
of Posey county, on whose motion Hon. Wm. K 
Edwards, of Vigo county, was called to preside 
over the Convention, and Mr. Carnahan called 
upon Hon. T. A. Hendricks and (iov. Hammond 
to conduct Mr. Kdwards to the chair. He was 
received with loud applause. 

After an doqwnt speech by the President, Mr. 
Slack, of Huntington, moved the appointment of 
one Vice President from each Congressional Dis- 
trict, which, after several motions in regard to 
the mode of appointing them, was agreed to — the 
districts to nominate. 

Secretaries were also nominated and appointed, 
and the permanent organization was completed as 
follows:

On motion of Sproule Mr. of Marion, the Con- 
vention took a recess until 2 o'clock P. M. 

In the afterntxm the Convention met, Mr. 
Pri -ideut F.dward< in the Chair. 
Aftor the presentation of petitions from sundry 
"counties of the State, in favor of the Crittenden 
Amendments, or some other plan of amicable ad- 
justment, the Committee on Resolutions, through 
their Chairman, the Hon. Robert Dale Owen, re- 
ported as follows. Mr. Owen, when he appeared 
on the stage, was received with loud applause. 
Owing to the length of the report. I give you onD 
the rcsolutioLS, which, however, contain the es- 
sence of the report, 'lhe resolutions ire as fol- 
lows: 

llesohed, That it is the dulv of every good cit- 
izen, in view of the imminent dangers that 
threaten our country, to act lirst with a single eye 
to the preservation of the Union, and the main- 
tenance of peace between its citizens; and to 
that end, to postpone ull {Mili.ical predilections, 
partisan Interest, and partv creeds, so far us thesis 
may conflict with conciliation and may tend to 
break up into fragment- this Confederacy of Slates, 
and to asi:ent tu auv just and reasonable plan of 
accommodation, which promises to settle tbe ex- 
isting dillieuh ies. 

Rejoiced, That if tbo S<™r!iern form nf lalxir is 
excluded Iruni portion of tbe common terri- 
o.ri. - of lhe Uniied Stjitu-, ir is just that there I-* 
another Don ion of the Uniied Slates whertiu that 
form of labor is admitted. 

llttolctd. That an extension of the limits with- 
in which the slaves of the Uniied Slates are to lie 
permitted to dwell, is not an extension of slavery, 
which can only be elFecled by an importation "of 
slaves; and that a refusal to accept any terms of 
adjustment, by imperilling the maintenance of 
tbe Union, is the mast likely means to extend 
slavery itself, seeing that while lhe slave-trade 
will never be allowed while we remain united, it 
roav lie reopened by a Southern Confederacy. 

Hesolced, That if the Peace Conference shall 
adopt and propose, for the settlement of the pres- 
ent dilliculties. tbe plan of adjustment of Senator 
Crittenden, or any other fair and just proposition, 
sul stantiallv resembling it, such plan shall receive 
our cheerful aud hearty support. 

Jlesolcett, That if the I'eace Conference shall 
fail tu ugree on any proposition, then we earnestly 
recommend that a" National Convention of dele- 
gates, to be elected by the people, bo called by 
Conaress or by the States, to which shall be re- 
ferred the que-! ion of the settlement of onr na- 
t tonal djUieiiliies; it being our linn bsjiaf that tl.e 
popular will, r. fleeted through delegates so elected 
canuol fail to result in soiuu fair and boiiorable 
plan of adjustment. 

Itetolctd, That we believe the final refusal to 
accept some satisfactory plan of adjustment will 
cause the defection of tbe lkmler aud Middle 
States, will divide the Union into two Confode- 
races, which may or may not remain at peace 
w ith each other, ami will" open the door to such 
agitation in the North itself as may result in 
ol her smaller divisions of the free States. 

litnAced, That in view of the present distracted 
and deplorable condition of the country, of the 
imminent danger of hostile collision, and of the 
fact that efforts Bre now in progress to bring 
about a peaceable solution of our nalioual difhcul- 
ios, it is the duty of ti e government, while such 
efforts are in progress, to maintain the present 
itatu* and to refrain from all acts whatsoever of 
a warlike or aggressive character; and that, if, 
nnfortunately, such efforts should finally fail, w e 
deprecate all" attempts to maintain the Union by 
war. 

lie&Uced, That we earnestly commend to our 
fellow cilizens the duty uf absiaining from all vi- 
olent, crimina'ing, and irrritating language tow- 
rds our brethren of the South, and adopting, in 
practice, that Christian spirit which is gentle and 
easy to be entreated, which is not easily provoked, 
which beareth all things and which leads us to 
do unto others as we would that they should do 
unto us. 

;..'.■/. That we will use our utmost exertions 
to induce our fellow citizens of this State, hy me 
morials or otherwise, to protest against ibe'spirit 
of violence w hich mingles iu our public councils 
nd which we believe to be the expression of pi> 
litical partisanship and opposed to the true senti- 
ment of the people. 

These resolutions were adopted nem con, by a 
rising vote, on motion of Governor Hammond. 

Hon T. A. Hendricks, Hon. Joseph E. McDonald, 
Judge Hall, and others, being successively called 
nprm, made able speeches in favor of pacific ad- 
justment. Every gentleman avowed himself 
gainst coercion. I am yours, truly, X.

noble Kentucky would be expelled from the i 
mtheni Confederacy — at the least would be I 
distrusted and contemned as no longer a Slave 
State. What, then, would she do? She must 
either sneak back into the Union of the North 
or remain feeble and des| i-ed. wedged in betw een 
tho two Confederacies. But, '\ She has no inter- 
est now in dmmon with the Cottou Stales wnicn 
should drag her into the Southern Confederal-} ; 
nav, her interests and that policy which will pro- ' 
vail are opposite. Thev want free trado; she ( 
wants a "judicious tariff." They want to filibus- j 
ter for the extension of slavery; slavery is doomi d 
in Kentucky the moment shesecexles. They want 
to open the African slave-trade; she is opposed to 
it on religious, nwral, aud political, and every 
oihe-r sort of consideration. She is a grain and 
stock growing country; they raise only or chiefly 
cotton and tobacco. Her stock will be as much 
needed and as much desired, as absolutely neces- 
sary to the South, if she remains in the I'nion as 
if she j 'ins their rickety Confederacy. 4. The 
Southern Cemfedoracy will be a crazy concern, 
made of discordant and feeble States, totally n - 
prepared to take their position among the nations 
of the earth. Tennessee, Missouri, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, and Delaware would want a tariff; the 
rest of the States, or some of them, would he in 
favor perhaps of absolute free trade. Siuth Car- 
olina and her p.esent confederates will go in, 
sooner or later, for tho re-opening of lhe African 
slave-trade. This would lie the eleatb-blow lo 
slavery and prosperity in Virginia, Maryland, and 
North Carolina. The elements of discord ani 
quarrel will he no less ai d equally as violent as 
now between the Free and Slave States. There 
0 no question now between Virginia and Mary- 
land and the Northern States of one-half the vital 
importance to those two Slates as would arise be- 
tween them and the Ceitton States as to lhe re- 
opening of the slave-trade in African negroes. 
This will he a question of life and death to Vir- 
ginia and Maryland — all present questions are 
trifling in comparison, and chiefly abstract and 
nor practical. 

The constitutional tie binding the Southorn con- 
federation will tie feeble. It will of course ac- 
knowledge the right of each State to secede from 
the confederation when she deems it her interest; 
of which she is to lie the sole and proper judge. 
How long can such a conf. deracy last? It will 
have no army, no navy, aud no means, but by 
direct taxation, to provide them. Our taxes 
would be eiuadrupled instanter, with an endles 
prospect of increase year by year. 0 The South- 
ern Confederacy, embarking as it certainly will, 
both ill tbe African .-lave trade and in tilihuster- 
iug for more Southern territory, will become thi 
odious Ishmacliie of the civilized world, with its 
hand against every man ami every man's hand 
against it, — dev-picalile for its weakness and ab- 
horrent for its moral principles; a Repulilic pro- 
fessedly aud unblushinglv founded upon slavery 
and the African slave trade as its foundation, and 
thi« when tbe down-trcdrton nations of the old 
world are recovering their political lilierties; 
when the thremes of tyrants are crumbling be- 
neath them, and when Russia is conferring free- 
dom on her serfs. 

Kent ucky is a slave State. She intends to pro ■ 
tect and [ reserve her rights as such; but she does 
not intend to incur the edium of filibustering on 
Cuba, Central America, and Mexico, nor of re- 
opening the accurseel African slave trade to ex- 
tend the area of slavery. She will defend her 
own rights, hut she will as unxiously respect the 
rights of others — even of the wild African savage. 

Now what would lie the position of Kentucky 
in the Union, even if she alone of lhe slave States 
remained? just as safe and as good as it is now 
or ever has been. The good old stars and stripes 
would infold and protect her as of yore. She 
would have then as now a stringent fugi ive slave 
law; her slavery would remain Just as safe as now 
and as long as she herself de-ired it should. 
Doubtless the Northern State* would take special 
and honorable pains to treat her well, "faithful 
among the faithless." Would they violate the Con- 
s' itution to her injury when 9he had so magnani- 
mously reposed on their good faith? It would be 
abhorrent to the best principles of our nature — a.l 
men would cry shame on such conduct. Our 
Northern brethren are incapable of such inefbihio 
turpitude. We might, without fear or suspicion, 
repose upon their geiod faith and fratern al feeling. 
We should be locked upon and treated no djubt 
with special favor. 

And we should then stand even more than now 
a mediator toward our Southern brethren, and 
we wo-ld be in the hands of Providence, the certain 
means of winning hack some of them, if not all, 
Into tho fold of our glorious Union. I'hon indm 0 
would Kentucky have covered herself, in the light 
of God and man, with iininnr.al glory. Her 
name would be inscribed in the pages of history 
with an unf-ding wreath; she would receive the 
blessedness pronounced by a Saviour of mankind 
upon the peace-maker; God and man would pro- 
nounce her blessed. 

Will Kentucky throw away, in pride, passion, 
or folly, under any contingency, this glorious 
position and destiny, which she may win by re 
maining faithful and firm iu her place in the 
Confederacy w hich Washington ana the fathers 
formed? 

M e take tho unflinching position that if th* 
Peace Congress should fail in coming to a pneiii- 
cation, and Virginia should in consequence lead 
off (he Border States into secession, any Of all of 
them — and in further consequence, the Legisla- 
ture of Kentucky, at reassembling on the 201b 
of March next, should, in felly and ctimo and la 
violation of the Constitution of the Slate of Ken- 
tucky, call a convention, ami ctMl ouuvonticn. sjo 
unconstitutionally called, should undertake un 
constitutionally to put the State out of the Union, 
the I'nion nun oj Kentucky should stand up fur 
their rights and resist such high handed and tin 
canstitutumai u*urpatiim and trettson with Jorc>\ 
if ntcesttiry. l he Legislature has no more legal 
or moral right to call a convention than any oth- 
er set of men in the State, and a convention so 
culled h-ie no more right to declare the State out 
of the Union th in any other coterie of traitors, 
and any such usurpation and treason ought to be 
resisteel manfully and forcibly, even if backed 
by a temporary aud tyrannical majority of the 
people. 

No temporary, mad, foolish, wi' ked, and op- 
pressive majority of the people have any right lo 
deprive a single man, much less a large minority 
of sane people of their constitutional rights under 
the Constitution of the State and the United 
States; the precious birthrights handed down to 
us by our fathers and which we are bound I I 
transnii', wi h tho swutd, if necessary, to our 
chiMren. 

If the treasonable attempt to call a conventh u 
for an unconstitutional and rev. lat ionurv purpo.-c, 
and in a manner 11 igrantly ui.constitutiemal, wete 
met with the linn and determined -nirit of r^- 
-istance announced beforehand, it would certainly 
fail — the wicked spirit would quail in the pr. - 
ence of resolute patrioti-m. Now is th« time t 
oppose secession wi;h lhe fair warning that it will 
not lie submitted to - that we are not submission- 
ists to folly and treason. 

It is now wi 11 ascertained that the following 
compromise mav be readily obtained from the 
North: 

1. The Missouri line of 30 deg. .'HI min., with 
slavery south of it, with the prohibition of inter- 
ference either by Congress or the territorial Legis- 
lature. Tho Legislature may of course establish 
slavery, but shall not prohibit it. 

2. A constitutional provision, that slavery 
shall never be interfered with in the slave States 
by the General Government. 

3. Nor in the District of Columbia, unless wi'h 
the consent of the poopio, and payment for the 
slaves. 

4 A stringent fugitive slave law. 
o Repeal of the liberty laws in lhe States. 
What more does Kentucky want? Now if our 
good old mother Virginia, who is piri-n to meta- 
physics and atistractions, shall not lie satisfied 
wiih these conc-Msions, shall Kentuekv, therefore, 
not be satisfied? Shall she commit tho monstrous 
and suicidal folly of secession, beciuse even old 
Virginia and all the rest of tho Bonier States 
may faitiitously do so We trust the quostion 
placed at the head of this art id* may novir have 
tobe asked or answered; hut it is eminently 
proper that Kentucky should be prepared lo an- 
swer if the terrible contingency should occur.

Safety of Life ox Steamers. — Some time 
since an important bill was before Congress, im- 
portant because practical and life-saving, but it 
has disappeared from the highways and byways 
of legislation. The bill is entitled "An act 
further to provide for the safety of pa.->sengeis on 
vessels propelled in whole or in p irt by steam." 
The Washington Stir says it is designed to save 
the lives and the property of our fellow-citizens, 
by compelling the owners of steamships to carry 
adequate life floats, rafts, life preservers, Ac. A 
bill of such vast importance surely i* worth the 
best and most pro-npt consideration. It comes b- 
hctwec-n the wild ambition of steamship compa 
oies and the death of the passengers — passcn 
gers, be it said, who are in general the most u^e 
ful men in the community, being active, encrget 
ic, enterprising citizens. It is said that pofiripSM 
f om some of their steamship companies have 
militated to retard or smother the bill. \Ye 
would ask the Committee of Commerce if the\ 
havo received any petitions against the use of 
life-preservers from the surviving relatives ol 
those who perished in the long list of steamers 
from the ill-fated President to the I. dv Elgin? 
Have they received any memorials against the 
bill from the widows and orphans left by tho: e 
ships which have gone down at sea? The Presi 
dent lost 130 lives, the Arctic 300, the Pacific 
240, the San F'rancisco 169,'the Central America 
3X7, tho Yankee Blade 75, Independence 140, the 
City of Glasgow 420. the Tempest 150, the Indian 
27, the Hungarian 12'.i, thsi Northerner 32, the 
Lyo.- n^is Kill, the Austria lo<>, and the Lady E3 
gin over MM This is by no means a perfect list, 
but it is more than sufficient to appeal for honest 
and prompt legislation. 

Disaster follows disaster, bringing misery and 
distress to hundreds, thousands of families, who 
hould be pm ected in some manner from the de 
vastatiott which, in these instances, follow the 
entorprise and commercial spirit of their chief 
members. The whole country shakes with min 
gled omo'.ion and horror; the newspapers are full 
of sighs and tears; public assemblies take note of 
the sorrow fallen upon society; churches remem- 
ber the dead and the living in their prayers; sub- 
scriptions are raised by the hand of charity to 
temper tho wind to the shorn lamb for a brief 
time; but a little maneuvering and a selfish pcti 
tion from one or two steamship companies, prop- 
erlv backed up, has sufficient influence to clog 
the channels of legislation and delay the passage 
of an act which would prevent the recurrence of 
much disaster of a like nature, and save innumer- 
able lives. What has become of this bill in the 
Senate? Where is it?

Be it enacted bv the Congress of the 
Confederate S'ate* of America, That 1 lie followi- 
ng an idea shall be exempt from duty and ad 
nitte 1 free into said States to win "aeon, p-'tk, 
hams, lard, beef, Ita of all kinds, w heat and loaf 
of wheat, and flour of all other grains, Iudian 
corn and meal, barley and barley flour, oats and 
at meal, gun;owder and all the materials <>( 
hich it is made, lead in all forms, arms of every 
description, and munitions and military accoutre- 
ments, percussion caps, and living animals of all 
kinds; also, all agricultural products in their nat- 
ral state. 

Sec. 2. It is also enacted, That all goods, wares, 
and merchandise imported from any of the late 
United States of America, not being now a nietn- 
>er of this Confederacy, into the Confederacy be- 
fore the 1th of March next, wbich may hnvc 
been bona fide purchased heretofore, or within 
ten days after the passage of this act, shall be 
xempt and free from du'y. 
Sec. 3. It is "also enacted, Thai the State of 
Texas lie and is hereby exempted from tho opora 
tion of the tarill laws, heretofore passed or adopt- 
ed by this Congress.

States- 
men laid tbe plan, bankers indorsed it, and adveh- 
urers were ready to carry it Into effect, as they 
inderstrod it. 
Mr. Lincoln was to leave Harrisburg at 9 
clock this morning by special train, and the id- 
was, if possible, to throw the train from the road 
at some point where they could rush down a steep 
niiiankmeut and desttoy fbe lives of all on board 
l i case of tbe failure of this project, their plan 
-vas to surround tbe carrluge, on its way fiom de-

After an interview between the President and 
Mr. Lincoln, the former introduced Mr. Lincoln to 
ue Cabinet, which was in session. Mr. Lincoln, 
in company with Mr. Seward, s bsequemly paid 
uis respects to Lieutenant-Geueral hcott. Mrs 
Lincoln, family, and suite arrived by this after 
noon's traid. 

B.u.timoiik, Feb. 23. 
A very large crowd greeted the arrival of the 
'rain bringing the Presidential party at York. 
Mr. Wood announced from the rear platform thai 
Mr. Lincoln was not on board, having gone direct 
to Washington. Mr. Wood then introduced Kob- 
ert Lincoln, who happenod, to stand beside him, 
and very much to the latter's astonishment. 

At 11:10 the train passed the Mart-land boun- 
ilary. The committee from Baltimore joined the 
partvat Harrisburg. consisting of W. ti. Srrethen, 
W. S. Marshall. L Bleneulesrg, W. Bell, J. 
Bishop. W. E. Gleason. .1. M. Farmer, and F. S. 
Corkran, the latter on behalf of the electoral col- 
lege. All of them feel very indignant in the want 
of confidence in Ihe citizens of Baltimore as evi- 
denced by Mr. Lincoln's course, though it is un 
derstood he was opposed to it, but overruled by 
ther parties, who have assumed control of his 
movements. The crowd blocked up all the Cul- 
vert street depot, and on the arrival of the train 
greeted it with groans ou learning that Lincoln 
was not on board. 

Arrangements had been matle here for securing 
the sale ar.d respectful transit of Mr. Lincoln 
through the city. The police force were all out 
fully equipped, and all got-d citizens were anx 
ious tbat no indignity should have boen mani- 
fested. The apprehension entertained was that 
certain disreputable parties who lately attached 
themselves to the Uepublican organization here, 
and who were ex peel eel to make a demonstration, 
would have arou ed bad feeling in the minds ot 
some, and partially cause a disturbance; other- 
wise there was no reason to apprehend anything 
unpleasant here.
